An- 
nouncement that C. Badcom Slemp, 
formerly private secretary to Presi- 
dent Coolidge and one of the ablest 
political generals in the country, has 
joined the Hoover ranks is taken to 
mean that the southern delegates who 
on more than one occasion have been 
rounded tip by Mr. Slemp 
will 
be 


found now with the secretary of com- 
merce. 


It is one of the most important de- 


velopments of the last week in na- 
tional politics. Mr. Slemp was one of 
the men who helped assure the nom- 
ination cC Mr. Coolidge in 1924 and 
lie knows both the old guard and the 
Hew guard in the republican politics. 


PRACTICAL POLITICIAN 


The chief weakness in the Hoover 


campaign of 1920 was that it was not 
organized by the practical politicians. 
It ria.d been assumed his year that 
Mr. Hoover knew nothing of politics 
and that this was his principal source 
of strength with the public. But to 
get a nomination the practical politi- 
cian is essential. Observing the Ho- 
over sentiment, however, many of 
the -political leaders have come over 
to the Hoover standard. 


It now remains to determine just 


how far 
the politicians who 
have 


joined the Hoover camp .have been 
right in their guess on public senti- 
ment. The 'Ohio primary next month 
probably will prove the turning point 
in the 
campaign. 
If Mr. 
Hoover 


proves a real vote-getter the effect 
will be felt in other states . 


NEEDS OHIO VOTE 


If Mr. Hoover were to make a clean 


sweep of Ohio against a veteran like 
Senator "Willis, it would bring him 
many delegations from other states. 
If, however, he divides the state and 
gets a small minority of the 
dele- 


gates, his managers will point to the 
significance of his battle and it will 
be accepted as a sign he is a real fac- 
tor in the campaign but it will not 
influence other states. Each state will 
furnish a battle unto itself. 


The "last ditch' Coolidge men will 


watch the Ohio primaries with keener 
interest than anybody else, for they 
Tiold the 
balance of power. If 
Mr. 


Hoover doesn't prove an outstanding 
vote-getter they will want 
to 
keep 


Mr. Coolidge in reserve for the ever- 
possible deadlock.

hofer Airdrome, Berlin, to Dublin in

Following a cir- 


cuitous route it covered 922 miles at 
an average speed of nearly 106 miles 
an hour. 


The Bremen is a low winged 
all 


metal monoplane, 
being 
made of 


Duralumin (a patented aluminum al- 
loy). 
Its wing spread is 55 feet and 


its fuselage 35 feet long. The Junk- 
ers L-5 waier-cooled motor develops 
a maximum of 360 horsepower. 
The 


Bremen can fly 130 miles an hour, 
although 90 miles an hour is regard- 
ed as the 
most 
economical 
speed 


"or an ocean flight. 


The ship carries 2,500 pounds 
of 


fuel, 
primed 
with ether. 
This 
is 


tl-->ught to be sufficient fuel to keep 
t in the air for 40 to 45 hours, giving 
a flying radius of about 4,500 miles, 
which is approximately 1,000 miles 
more than the distance from Dublin 
o New Tork.

Washington— C4>)—The competitive 


struggle between the southern and cen- 
tral bituminous mining fields for the 
Northeastern and Northwestern mar- 
kets was outlined to the senate coal 
investigation committee Tuesday 
by 


Percy Tetlow, president of the "West- 
ern Virginia section of the United Mine 
Workers. 


The union leader contended that the 


West Virginia operators had conspired 
to break the collective bargaining prin- 
ciple even though they 
were having 


the advantage in the winning of mar- 
kets through a favorable freight rate 
differential and ability to produce good 
quality coal cheaper by reason of a 
lower wage scale than prevailed else- 
where. 


DENOUNCE POLICE 


Tetlow said that 95 per cent of the 


coal mined in the southern West Vir- 
ginia fields went to markets 
outside 


the south. He then launched into a 
denunciation of the system of police 
commissioend by the state but paid by 
the operators. 


"Police power has been abused in 


West Virginia more than any state 
in the union," he continued, "largely 
because the operators do not believe in 
the union or collective bargaining." 


CAN'T SUGGEST REMEDY 


Except to say that "we need legisla- 


tion," Tetlow was unable to suggest 
specific remedies for the coal problem. 


At the outset of Tuesday's hearing,

under the strain. 


STILL UNDECIDED 


Lindy doesn't know what he's go- 


ing to do just yet, his airplane was 
tuned up Tuesday at Boiling Field to 
take him whenever and wherever his 
heart desires, but is it safe to say he 
wants no reporters around when ho 
takes off. 


The Flying Colonel wound up his 


six-day propaganda school in aviation 
at the local army station Monday by 
taking aloft more than 200 members 
of the Washington diplomatic corps 
and their friends.

Pre-school musical training should some alow. Most of this will uncon- 
pJucc the child in a receptive frame 
of mind for the musical training that 
begins as soon as he enters school, 
according to Dr. Earl L. Baker, su- 
pervisor of music, who has been do- 
Ing- research work on what the pre- 
school period and the pro-sight read- 
ing srade. period should do for the 
cliiM musically. 


The establishment of a rich back- 


ground that will place the child in 
tlm position 
of wanting to 
learn 


what others do and of learning mu- 
sic easily in the classroom through 
•what he has acquired in the home; 
the development of, the instinct for 
music during the plastic years be- 
fore others educational needs become 
too he-ivy and before playmates and 
the gang- spirif take him away from 
the close influence of the home and 
the mother; freedom of the school 
room from the burden of the prelim- 
inary preparation of the child's mind 


. for music and so make the school 
room work more intensive and more 
effective, are the aims of pre-school 
musical training as outlined by Dr. 
Eakcr. 


Children can very easily be taught 


to want to hear music and to want to 
sing, for almost every child has an 
innate desire for 'music. Children re- 
spond qu.'ckly to music in the kinder- 
prarten and there is no reason that 
they would not respond as quickly 
in- the home. 


1 The easiest way to create a love 
and an understanding of music is to 
make music an integral part of the 
home. The child '*?ants to read be- 
cause he: sees every member of the 
family spending much time reading; 
lie will want music in the same -way 
if music has a place in the home. 


It is not hard to make music a part 


of home life. It can be done with on- 
ly the help of a cottage organ an3 
three or four books of collected songs 
or, more sophisticatedly, with the sup- 
plementary aid of a violin, a flute, 
saxophone, radio or phonograph. "With 
large families it is not impossible to 
establish a family orchestra.

SPENDING MR. PRICK'S MONEY 
"No question is ever settled until it is 


settled right." 


That is why the League of Nations 


issue will not down. There are enough 
people who can see dark skies ahead for 
the nations of the world, our own includ- 
ed, unless simple, direct and courageous 
plans are put in operation to offset the 
natural tendencies of evil influences that 
invariably result in armed conflict. 


It is well to bear in mind some .of the 


propaganda that was used to defeat the 
entrance of the United States 
into the 


League of Nations. It was much the same 
sort of propaganda that is constantly 
used in our political campaigns. Much of 
it is of the chestnut' variety but there is 
no doubting its potency. 


The 
ghosts of "Wall Street", 
"the 


bankers", "the moneyed interests" were 
brought upon the political stage to' tie-' 
feat the League. But there were other 
ghosts too. We were told that if we par- 
ticipated with other nations we would be 
giving up our independence, surrendering 
our sovereignty as a nation, becoming 
but a mere pawn on a vast chessboard 
to be blown hither and thither by any 
strolling gust of wind. Despite the efforts 
to expose the untruth and fallacy of all 
these assertions they gained ground rap- 
idly and were responsible in large mea- 
sure for the refusal of this nation to enter 
the League. 


In his book dealing with the life of Mr. 


Frick, the banker, Col. George Harvey, 
one time ambassador to England, reveals 
some of the truth. He exposes facts that 
indicate that it was the power and influ- 
ence of money that defeated the League. 


It seems that Mr. Frick, upon request, 


provided large sums to be used for propa- 
ganda purposes in order to defeat 
our 


entrance into the League. Mr. Frick had • 
become convinced that the best interests 
of our country dictated that we stay out 
of the League but the truth should be 
brought home to the people, that in fact 
it was moneyed interests who backed the 
campaign against the League and that 
the charge to the contrary was without 
foundation. 
How often arc the people 


misled by unsupportable charges of this 
nature, misled into a prejudice against 
a thing merely upon the assertion that 
certain interests are in favor of it. 


Albert D. Lasker, former chairman of 


the Shipping Board and who contributed 
$25,000 to the campaign chest of the Re- 
publican party, testified before the Walsh 
investigating committee last week that he 
quit his own business to serve as chair- 
man and director of a voluntary organi- 
zation which had for its pin-pose the de- 
feat of the League of Nations. Mi;. Lasker 
gave his attention to the printed war- 
fare or propaganda work against the 
•League and his organization seems to 
have been well armed with financial 
strength. 


We, therefore, find that 
Wisconsin's 


self-styled progressives were in fact do- 
ing a tandem with Wall Street bankers. 
We find Senator Elaine hand in hand 
with Mr. Frick and Mr. Lasker. 
We 


find him at the same time denouncing 
the opposition as backed by the bankers. 
Nor could we find evidence of the expen- 
diture of Prick's funds and the excellence 
of Mr. Laskcr's propaganda bureau be- 
cause at the start Wisconsin's representa- 
tives were in favor of the League and, 
due perhaps in large measure to the 
propaganda 
made possible by Prick's 


money, Wisconsin's representatives be- 
came convinced of the dangers of our en- 
t-ance into the compact. 


It is not a good thing that the peoples 


of the world should be convinced 
that 


•wars cannot be averted. They should not 
be expecting wars. Such an expectation 
and such a conviction is going half way to 
the contest. It undermines the morale, 
people become of the opinion that they 
arc helpless driftwood in a torrent. 
On 


the other hand were the League of Na- 
tions a truly completed contract, a public 
confidence would spread that war 
had 


been completely and finally abolished, 


that every 
misunderstanding 
would 


somehow be settled peacefully. 


The public is too quick to forget. War 


looks.a long ways off. Perhaps it will not 
come until after our time so what's the 
use of bothering about it? But the pub- 
lic should be made to remember. Its mind 
should be taken back to the days of 
battle,, to "the blood, the mud, the lice, 
the stench, the gaping wounds, the lin- 
gering pain, and the ghastly mental tor- 
ture" which in reality is war. 


The League of Nations held out the 


only sensible plan proposed to avoid and 
end "the hideous and bloody nightmare." 


But Wisconsin's 
representatives 
in 


partnership with the moneyed interests 
were too much for it.

SAVING THE NATIONAL PARK 
The New York Times sounds a clarion 


call to the nation to save the Yoscmitc. 
According to the Times, the Yosemite, 
one of America's finest national parks, is 
in danger. Steadily and 
ruthlessly the 


California lumber companies have been 
pushing forward their work of 
ghastly 


destruction, transforming splendid stands 
of gigantic sugar pines into stricked areas 
of desolation which resemble the 
shell- 


torn 
battlefronts 
of France. 
Until a 


dozen years ago the line of desolation had 
not entered the present boundaries of the 
park; today it is within the park area, and 
threatening each year to penetrate more 
deeply. 


The trouble lies in the fact that within 


a number of national park areas are tracts 
of patented lands privately owned, which 
the federal government failed to acquire 
when the parks were 
created. Title to 


these lands rests with the present owners, 
who may lawfully do with them as they 
wish. The Park service has no right to 
interfere with the activities of the private 
owners; it cannot prevent the lands from 
being cut over or otherwise 
made ob- 


noxious to the park visitors. Originally 
there were 60,000 acres of privately 
owned land in Yosemite park; by a cut- 
ting-out process this has been reduced to 
11,000 acres. But to eliminate these 49,000 
acres, hundreds of acres of finest timber- 
lands belong- in the park, have been sac- 
rificed, and a plan still in abeyance would 
sacrifice still other huge tracts. 


The plan must ultimately go into effect 


unless the privately owned lands are ac- 
quired, privately or federally, as an in- 
tegral part of the park. To this end the 
only solution seems to be a "Save-thc- 
Yoscmite movement, which The Times 
has well launched. Unless a nation-wide 
protest is made against further sacrifice 
of park lands, immediate and 
insistent 


protest, it will be too laic. The Yoscmkc 
must be saved!

Carbolic Acid Is Bad Medicine 


What effect has a weak solution of carbolic 


acid on the eyes? (H. N.) 


Answer—It would be unsafe to apply such a dan- 


gerous poison to the eyes. In fact, I believe carbolic 
acirt should never be used as an antiseptic or dis- 
infectant, because of its poisonous nature. If you 
must use an antiseptic in the cye.s, use boric acid 
solution—a teaspoonful of boric acid dissolved in a 
pint of boiling1 water. Let it cool and if any sedi- 
ment settles, use tho clear upper fluid, as drops or 
for bathincr the eyes. 


Iron Dust 


Operating a machine boring cast iron wheel I 
breathe considerable of the dust thrown off by tho 
machine. Is this harmful to health? (,T. K. T. ) 


Answer—The iron dust in time will produce a 


chronic fibrous lunjr disease.

Washington, D. C. — More than fif- 


ty million people, 44 per' cent of the 
population 
of 
continental 
Unit- 


ed States and Canada as shown by 
the last censuses, are without access 
to local or county public library ser- 
vice, according to a survey made by 
the American Library 
Association. 


The exact figures are 45,069,897 for 
the United States and 5,399,589 for 
Canada, a total of 50,469,586. Th|y 
are the result of an actual count by 
States and Provinces of the popula- 
tion of the cities, counties, and oth- 
er governmental units that have and 
do not have public library service. 


Even more surprising is tho fact 
that there are two cities in the Unit- 
ed States and two in Canada of more 
than 25,000 population that do not 
have public libraries. They are 
Al- 


Loona, Penns5'lvania, 60,331; Austin, 
Texas, 34.S76 . Quebec, 
95,193; and 


Verdum — also in the Province of 
Quebec — 25,001. 


There arc also 47 cities in 
the 


United States and S in Canada in the 
population group of from 10,000 
to 


25,000 that are without 
public 
li- 


braries; 147 in the 5000 
to 
10,000 


population group; and 430 in the 2500 
to 6000 group told, the count of urban 
communities — those of 2500 popula- 
tion and over — that are

public libraries is 55S in the United

636. 


"For the larger communities there

THE PROBLEM IS WIDESPREAD 


These people who are without pub- 


lic library service live in every State 
except Massachusetts arid Rhode Is- 
land and in every Canadian Province, 
says the American Library Associa- 
tion. The New England States other 
than'two mentioned-have a compara- 
tively small number. The surprising 
thing is the large count in States like 
New York, Pennsylvania, Ohio, Indi- 
ana, and Illinois, which have many 
large libraries. The greatest number 
is 
in 
Pennsylvania, 
3,500,000, 
as 


reported by the State Library; the 
highest per cent of the total popula- 
tion is 85, in Arkansas. Outside of 
New England, the smallest number is 
13.S62, in Wyoming; the smallest per 
cent 3, in California. 


The Canadian 
Provinces 
show a 


wide variation, it is stated. 
Library 


service is quite undeveloped In 
the 


Maritime Provinces. In Quebec, com- 
plications of languages, of church, of 
two school systems, affect the library 
situation. Many of the 
people and 


communities counted as without pub- 
lic library service 
have 
parish or 


church Institution libraries, yet these 
can not be counted as public libraries. 
Ontario has taken the lead in library 
development, and the newer western 
Provinces have libraries in all the 
larger communities. All but the Mari- 
time Provinces have vast stretches of 
undeveloped territory to the north, 
not settled enough for public library 
service of any sort. The Northwestern 
territories of Keewatin and Macken- 
zie have no libraries, nor are they 
ready for them. The Yukan has three 
small libraries. 


Of the total of more than fifty mil- 


lion people in the United States and 
Canada who are not served by public 
libraries, only 7 per cent live in cities 
and towns of over 2500 population — 
2,917,606 in this country and 497,812 
in our neighbor on the north. 


Thus the problem is essentially ru- 


ral, for the 93 per cent live in

open country or in villages of less

LEAD POISONING BRINGS. 


CHANGES IN THE BLOOD

An investigation made by the United 


States Public Health Service revealed 
the fact that lead dust is to be found 
regularly in the air of many industrial 
establishments. 
* 


In cracker factories, 
underwear, 


factories, machine shops, 
groceries, 


cigar factories, tailoring and pressing 
shops and even in nn k-e. cream plant 
some lend was found in the dust in the 
air. Lead pipe is still in use in most 
of the lai-Rrr cities, particularly 
for 
connections. 


BLOOD CHANGES 


When lead is absorbed into the hu- 


man body changes take place in tho 
tissues of tho nervous system and also 
in the blood. Investigations were made 
to find out to what extent the absorp- 
tion of lend would affect the human 
body when it existed in amounts hard- 
ly sufficient to produce poisoning but 
still sufficient to produce changes in 
the blood. 


Small degrees of load absorption are 


not important but when the blood cells 
are affected in considerable numbers, 
some means must bo taken to prevent 
further absorption of this poison. 


Drs. W. S. Leathers and It. .T. Mor- 


gan investigated the amount of lead 
poisoning in nn enameling plant in 
Xashvillc, 
Tomte.sKce. 
Thirty-nine 


cases were found among the men, with 
a liich degree of lead poisoning in 15 
eases. 


Only 18 of the 38 men examined fail- 


ed to show evidence of lead absorption. 
One of the men was a packer, 
four 


were enamel painters and five were 
sprayers, one was an inspector, one a 
furnace man, one a foreman, one was 
a grainer and one was a mixer. Thus 
the lead apparently affected the men in 
all parts of the work without reference 
to the amount of contact with lead, 
but apparently with relationship 
to 


the attention that they paid to their 
personal hygiene. 


Twenty-six of the men said that they 


smoked while at work. Most of them 
we,re careless about washing 
their 


hands before eating. Indeed, many of 
them ate in the room where they nnd 
been working, thus exposing their food 
t6 lead dust. 


The washroom itself was dark and 


poorly ventilated, and there were no 
shower baths so that the traces of 
dust could not be removed before the 
men left for home. 


CORRECTIVE MEASURES 


When proper sanitary arrangemcts 


were made and the men were caution- 
ed about chewing tobacco at work, 
when a suitable exhaust system was 
supplied for carrying off thcxlust, and 
when a system of supervision was in- 
stalled so that men affected by the poi- 
son might bo properly advised, the 
conditions were overcome. 


Out of the 39 men in the plant con- 


cerned, not one could be given an ab- 
solutely clean bill of health. Many oC 
them suffered with physical defects in 
addition to the disturbances 
brought

COUNTIES WITHOUT PUBLIC LI 


BRARIES 


There arc 1135 whole, counties in 


the United Staes, out of 3065, without 
any public libraries within their bor- 
ders. Five of these counties are 
in 


Pennsylvania, and the others are in 
every State south and west of Penn- 
sylvania, except Iowa. Texas has the 
greatest number, 215, and Georgia is 
next with 73. Virginia has 68 counties 
without a public library, 
Tennessee 


67, Kentucky 65, Missouri 
64, -and 


Mississippi 59. Indiana has but one 
county, Maryland and Utah have two, 
and Oregon has three. 


Answering the 
question 
whether 


these rural people need books any 
less than city people, the Library As- 
sociation says: 


"These rural folks are largely of 
native American stock 
aside from 


the large negro element in the South 
—of the same blood which has built 
up and freshened the cities. Those of 
the older generation were probably 
educated in the little red school house, 
but many of the younger have travel- 
ed by bus to the consolidated school 
and taken the high school course. Oth- 
ers also havo had the short course at 
the state agricultural college or at- 
tended movable schools of agriculture. 
College graduates may still be in the 
minority, but they are to be found in 
increasing numbers. 


"Young and old have had the stim- 


ulus of widespread agricultural exten- 
sion work, one of the outstanding de- 
velopments of 
recent 
years. 
Per- 


haps this is only the bright side of the 
story. There are undoubtedly many 
remote districts, and isolated indi- 
viduals, out of the march of progress. 
Rural leaders are alert to the part 
books play in this forward movement. 
They want equality of library oppor- 
tunity, especially for their young peo- 
ple. 


"Investigations by rural socialogists 


have proved that private ownership 
can not meet the entire book need in 
the country any more than in 
the 


city, valuable as is the influence of 
tho home library. And it is harder to 
buy books, for a very limited range 
of selection is offered by the catalog- 
ues of tho large mail order houses, or 
by the drug store or so-called book- 
store in the average trading center." 


The American Library Association 


is tackling this problem of book ser- 
vice to the millions now unserved be- 
cause its objective is "the best read- 
ing for the greatest number, at tho 
least cost." It endorses the statement 
of the late President Theodore Roose- 
velt that "after the church and the

Dundas Hall Friday afternoon, made 
application to J. N. Kavanaugh, coun. 
ty agent, to have samples 
of their 


•oils tested at the conclusion of his 
talk on soils and fertilization problems. 
Other speakers were Robert Baker, 
president and manager of the Baker 
Canning Co., who presided at the meet- 
Ing and Mr. "Woodhall, representing 
the Armour Fertilizer Works. 


Maintaining in his talk that repair- 


Ing the soil is more important on the 
farms than repairing fences, farm ma- 
chinery and buildings, for the reason 
that the soil is the source of all farm 
Incomes, Mr. Kavanaugh urged 
his 


fcearers to set aside at least $100 each 
year for soil repair. He asked 
each 


Jarmer to have the soil of his fields 
tested by the College of Agriculture be- 
fore buying any kind of fertilizer 
so 


that the purchase might be made in- 
telligently and no money wasted where 
no fertilizer is needed. 
LIKE MANUFACTURERS 


As a sort of an introduction, Mr. 


Kavanaugh said that a certain farmer 
explained that he did not attend farm- 
ers institutes nor soils meetings be- 
cause he already knew a great deal 
more about farming and soil fertility 
than he was pract'cmg. 


The farmer is a manufacturer, said 


Mr. Kavanaugh, in as large a sense as 
Is the man v. ho makes farm machinery 
or automobiles. Both use raw mate- 
rial and convert it into a finished pro- 
duct ready for the use of the custo- 
mer. The greatest difference between 
the processes of the two classes is that 
the one can' see the raw material that 
he uses, estimate the amount he has 
on hand and the additional amount he 
may need, but the other can not see 
his raw material estimate the amount 
on hand, determine the daily consump- 
tion nor decide on the kind and quan- 
tity he may need. 
.He said there were soil specialists, 


however, who can tell the amount of 
each kind of raw material out of 
which farmers, cooperating with na- 
ture, manufacture grain and all oth- 
ers farm products was originally in 
the soil, how much of each kind has 
been used and how much remains. 
The specialist also can tell us how 
much of each kind of fertilizer leaves 
the farm in each thousand pounds of 
pork sold, each cow, each ton of hay 
and each bushel of grain. They tell us 
that phosphate is one ol the raw ma- 
terials we use, that lime is another, 
that nitrogen is 
another and 
that 


potash is Btlll another. There are ten 
of these elements found in the air and 
soil that farmers are using in the 
manufacture of farm products. 


NEEDS REPLENISHING 


Experts also claim there was orig- 


inally 2,000 pounds of phosphates in 
the soil and that that amount has 
been 
reduced in 
Brown-co to 300 


pounds to the acre in some field test 
ed and to 800 pounds in others. They 
tell ua that 16 pounds of phosphates 
is removed from the farm with every 
cow that Is sold and 20 pounds with 
each thousand pounds of pork. 
An 


acre of corn requires 40 pounds of 
phosphate from the soil. 


Not more than SO percent of the soil 


fertility sold in a manufactured form 
is returned to the farm soil through 
the meduim 
of barnyard 
manure. 


With this fact in mind|. the necessity 
of additional fertilizer is apparent. 


The use of lime, potash and phos- 


phate on soil is a new thing in this 
section of the state and, like the silo 
at first, those fertilizers are unpopu- 
lar. But in older states these fertiliz- 
ers are used with good results and are 
•\ery popular. Before very long, most 
of the farmers of "Wisconsin will have 
the soils of their fields tested and will 
be making soil fertility repairs 
as 


conscientiously 
and industrially 
as 


they are now repairing their fences, 
.farm machinery and farm buildings. 
Then the soil, the feeder of the silo, 
•will be more popular than the. silo 
among farmers.

Relien now euros hit> seed in a dry 
room in his resiednce, supplied with 
artificial heat and tests its germina- 
tion, before planting.

CHEESE AND BUTTER 


Washington—The butter and cheese 


industry of the prairie provinces of 
Canada suffered a notable decline in 
1927 as compared with previous years, 
according to Consul Rollin R. Win- 
slow in a report made public by the 
Department of Commerce today. But- 
ter production alone decreased about 
25 per cent as compared 
with 1926. 


Factors which contributed to the de- 
cline of the industry were, first, the 
increased import duty on butter un- 
der the American tariff which became 
effective in 1926, second, the shortage 
of feed in western Canada during the 
summer of 1926, and third, the heavy 
exports of cattle in 1927.
